4 But we will give our ſelves continually 
to prayer, and to the miniſtry of the word.

of fire in a buſh, 

31 When Moſes ſaw i:, he wondred at 
the ſight: and as he drew near to behold 
it, the voice of the Lord came unto him, 

32 Saying, I am the God of thy fathers, 
the God of Abraham, and the God of iſaac, 
and the God of Jacob. Then Moſes trem- 
bled, and durſt not behold, 

33 Thenfaid the Lord to him, Put off 
thy ſhoes from thy feet: for the place where 
thou ſtandeſt is holy ground. e 

34 I have ſeen, I have ſeen the affliction 
of my people which is in Egypt, and I have 
heard their groaning, and am come down 
to deliver them.

37 J. This is that Moſes which faid unto 
the children of Iſrael, A prophet ſhall the 
Lord your God raife up unto you of your 
brethren, like unto me ; him ſhallye hear,

38 This is he that was in the church in the 
wilderneſs withtheangel which ſpaketohim 
in the mount Sina, and with our fathers: who 
received the lively oracles to give unto us. 

39 To whom our fathers would not obey, 
but thruſt him from them, and in their 
hearts turned back again into Egypt, 

40 Saying unto Aaron, Make us gods to

rought us out of the land of Egypt, we 
wot not what is become of him. 

41 And they made a calf in thoſe days, 
and offered ſacrifice unto the idol, and re» 
joyced in the works of their own hands.

5 And when there was an aſſault made 
both of the Gentiles, and alſo of the Jews,. 
with their rulers, to uſe them defpitefully,.

6 They were ware of it, and fled unto- 
Lyſtra and Derbe, cities of Lycaonia, and 
unto the region thatlieth round about: 

; And there they preached the-goſpel. 

_ 84 And there fat a certain manat Lyſtra. 
impotent in his feet, being a creeple from 
his mothers womb, who never had walked... 

9 The fame heard Paul fpeak: who 
ſtedfaſtly beholding him, and perceiying. 
that he had faith to be healed, - 

10 Said with aloud vaice, Stand vgrighs 
on thy feet. And he leaped and walked. 

11 And when the people faw what Paul

had done, they lift up their voices, faying 


in the fpeech of Lycaonia, The gods are 
come down to us in the likeneſs of men. 

12 And they called Barnabas, Jupiter ;. 
and Paul, Mercurius, becauſe he was the

'13 Then theprieſt of Jupiter which was- 
before their city, brought oxen and gar - 
lands unto the gates, and would have done

14 Which when the apoſtles, Barnabas and

| fea, and all things that are therein : _ 
16 Who in times paſt ſuffered all nati- 
ons to walk in their own ways _ 
17 Neverthelefs he left not himſelf witl- 
out wiinefs, in that he did good, and gave 
us rain from heaven, and fruitful ſeaſons, 
filling our hearts with food and gladneſs. 
18 And with theſe ſayings ſcarce re- 
trained they the people, that they had 
not done facrifice unto them. ; 
19 J And there came thither certain 
ews from Antioch and I conium, who per- 
waded the people, and having ſtoned Paul, 
drew him out of the city, ſuppoſing he had 
deen dead. 
20 Howbeit, as the diſciples ſtood round 
about him, he roſe up, and came into the 
city: and the next day he departed with 
Barnabas to Derbe. . 

21 And when they had preached the 
goſpel to that city, and had taught many, 
they returned again to Lyitra, and to Ico- 
nium, and Antioch, | 

22 Confirming the ſouls of the diſci- 
ples, and exhorting them to continue in 
the faith, and that we muſt through muc 
tribulation enter intothe kingdom of God. 

23 And when they had ordained them 
elders in every church, and had prayed 
with faſting, they commended them to the 
Lord, on whom they believed. 

24 And after they had paſſed through- 
out Pifidia, they came to Pamphylia. 
2 And when they had preached the word 
in Perga, they went down into Attalia: 

26 And thence ſailed to Antioch, from 
whence they had been recommended to

27 And when they were come and had 
thered the church together, they re- 
arſed all that God had done with them, 
and how he had opened the door of faith 
unto the Gentiles. | . : 

28 And there they abode long time with

CHAP XV. 
1 Diſſenſſon about circumciſion. 22 The apoſtles 
determination. 36 Paul and Barnabas part. 
Nd certain men which came down 
from Judea, taught the brethren, and 
Jaid, 7 ye be circumciſed after the 
manner of Moſes, ye cannot be ſaved. 

2 When therefore Paul and Barnabas 
had no ſmall diſſenſion and diſputation 
with them, they determined that Paul and 
Barnabas, and certainother of them mould 
go up to Jeruſalem unto the apoſtles, and 
elders about this queſtion.

19 Wherefore my ſentence is, that we 
trouble not them, which from among the 
Gentilesare turned to God: | 

20 But that we write unto them, that 
they abſtain from pollutions of idols, and 
from fornication, and from things ſtrangled, 
and com blood. | A ; 3 

21 For Moſes of old time hath in every 
city them that preach him, being read in 
the ſynagogues every ſabbath-day. 

22 Then pleaſed it the apoſtles and el- 
ders, with the whole church, to ſend cho- 
ſen men of their own company to Anti- 
och, with Paul and Barnabas; namely, Ju- 
das ſurnamed Barſabas, and Silas, chief 
men among the brethren: 

23 And wrote letters by them, after this 
manner, The apoſtles, and elders, and 
brethren ſend greeting unto the brethren 
which are of the Gentiles in Antioch, and 
Syria, and Cylicia. 

24 Foraſmuch as we have heard, that 
certain which went out from us have trou- 
bled you with words, ſubverting your 
ſouls, ſaying, Te nuſt be circumciſed, and 
keep the law; to whom we gave no ſuch 
commandment : . 

25 It ſeemed good unto us, being ane

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Paul and Barn abas part. 
withone accord, to fend: choſen men unto 
you, with our beloved Barnabas and Paul; 

26 Men that have hazarded their lives 
for the name of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, _ 

27 We haveſent therefore Judas and Si- 
las, who ſhall alfo tell yox the ſame things 
by mouth. 5 | 


28 For it ſeemed good to the holy Ghoſt, - 


and to us, to lay upon you no greater bur- 
den than theſe neceſſary things; 

29 That yeabſtain from meats offered to 
idols, and from blood, and from things 
Nm led, and from ' farnication : from 
Wic 


30 So when they were diſmiſſed, they 
came to Antioch ; and when they had ga- 
thered the multitude together, they deli- 
vered che epiſtle. : 

31 Which when they had read, they re- 
joyced for the conſolation, 

2 And Judas and Silas being — — 
alſo themſelves, exhorted the brethren 
with many words, and confirmed thera. 

33 And after they had tarried there a 
ſpace, they were let go in peace from the

ow they do. | : 

37 And Barnabas determined to take 
with them John, whoſe ſurname was Mark. 

38 But Paul thought not good to take 
him, with them, who departed from them 
from Pamphylia, and went not with them 
to the work. 4 | 

39 And the contention was ſo ſharp be- 
tween them, that they departed aſunder 
one from the other: and fo Barnabas took 
Mark, and failed unto Cyprus; 

40 And Paul choſe Silas, and departed, 
being recommended by the brethren unto 
the grace of God. LES LE 

41 And he went tough Syria and Cili- 
cia, confirming the churches. 

CHAP. XVI.

_ 12 And from thence to Philippi, which 
is the chief city of that part of Macedonia, 
and a colony : and we were in that city 
abiding certain days. |

city by a river ſlide, where prayer was wont 
to be made; and we fat down, and ſpake 


- unto the women which reforted thither, 


14 J Anda certain woman named Lydia, 
a ſeller of purple, of the city of Thyatira, 
which worihipped God, heard ws: whoſe 
heart the Lord opened, that ſhe attended 
unto the things which were ſpoken of Paul. 

15 And when the was baptized, and her 
houſhold, ſhe beſought , faying, If ye 
have judged me to be faithful to the Lord 
come into my houſe and abide there. And 
ihe conftrained us. #24 

16 Q And it came to paſs, as we went to 
prayer, a certhin damſel poſſeſſed with a 
ſpirir of divination, met us, which brought 
her maſters much gain by ſoothſay ing: 

17 The ſame followed Paul, and us, 
cried, faying, Theſe men are the ſervants 
of the moſt high God, which ſhew unto us 
the way of falvation. 

18 And this did ſhe many days. But Paul 
being grieved, turned and ſaid to the _ 
ric, I command thee in the name of Jeſus 
Chriſt to come out of her.

24 J And a certain Jew named-Apollos 
born at Alexandria, an eloquent man, and 
mene the ſcriptures, came to Epheſus.
